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Claims 2, 8-33 and 36-38 have been cancelled. 

Claims 1, 3, 6-7, 34-35 and 39-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ohmi et al, US Patent 5,983,933. 

The coupling 30 of Ohmi et al fairly responds to the claims in that the rectangular 
portions labeled 43, 45 can be read as projections. More particularly, one can readily 
construct a planar surface at a 45° angle and fairly consider the corner to be a 
projection. See the Final Rejection of May 12, 2006. In a similar vein, a section at the 
same level as the bottom of the tube can be taken, resulting in a bottommost surface 
and a projection. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 2, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. It is not agreed that a cross section cannot be reasonably viewed as 
a surface. Figure 2 of the instant application is a good example of the matter. Moreover, 
another definition of a surface is the outer boundary of a three dimensional body. In the 
instant application, that body is a cubic body and the surface includes, by definition, a 
section through the solid body at the interface of the cubic body and the projection. 
Nothing in the claims precludes the projection from depending from the entire surface. 
Lastly, mechanical drafting routinely treats surfaces, much like axes, as a construct 
which gives a reference point or describes a spatial relationship; again, Figure 2 of the 
instant application is a good example. 

Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ohmi 

et al. 
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The provision of a different size or shape for one end of the coupling 30 of Ohmi 
et al is considered an obvious matter of design choice. 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE
